The Khabarovsk Interoblast Office of "Glawtormet n (Main Administration of 
Scrap Metal Industry) announces to directors of enterprises, institutions, cooper- 
ative associations of Khabarovsk and Khabarovsk Kray, military unitB. institutions 
and enterpriceB, having ferrous and nonferrous metal scrap or cuttings, that the 
following practices are forbidden by decree No 262, 21 Febiuary 19^0, of the Coun- 
cil of Peoples* CcBMissars USSR and TsK VXP(b): 

Reeneltlng of all types of metal scrap for the needs of the enterprise and in 
the enterprise * a foundries without special technical permission from the ministries; 

Sale or transfer of scrap to other organizations or private individuals with- 
out special permission or order frem "Glawtormet"; 

Transport of scrap to city dumps or tc any place not having proper storage; 

Utilization of scrap for road improvement, construction of dams or other in- 
stallations; 

Mixing various types of metal in collecting production wastes. 

Enterprices or organizations which violate the e ' ove regulations will he liable 
to a fine equaling the current cost of the metal, and for the second offense, to a 
fine equal to five times the cost as well as prosecution for a criminal offense. 

Entei^cises and organ izatioue are required to sort scrap according to the type 
of matal, divide it into sizes established by all-Union standard, and present it to 
procurement representatives of "Glawtormet" under conditions established by the 
Ministry of Metallurgical Enterprises according to prices current in 19^8.
